VANDERBILY?’S SUICIDE. 


One of the Millionaire Family Puts a Bullet 
Through His Brain, 


NEw Yoru, April 8.—Cornelius J. Vander- 
bilt, the son of Commodore Vanderbilt, com- 
mitted suicide at the Glenham Hotel, Fifth 
avenue, below Twenty-second street, at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. He had been 
traveling and had lately come to the Glenham 
from Hot Springs, where he had been for the 
benefit of his health. He was 
accompanied py his traveling companion. 


George Terry, of this city, who accompanied 
him for the last several years, since the epi- 
lepsy, Which had always troubled Vanderbilt, 
had become marked and incessant. Yester- 
day Terry found Vanderbilt very unwell and 
unable to leave his bed. Terry left him 
asleep, and about an hour afterwards was 
startled at hearing a pisto!-snot in the room, 
He rushedin and saw Vanderbilt struggling 
in the last throes of death. There was an ugly 
bullet hole in his right temple, from which 
the blood flowed slowly. In his right hand 
the dying man still clasped a small seven- 


many years. Dr. Robt. F. Weir, family phy- 
sician of the Vahderbilts, was called in, and 
he immediately declared that the man could 
notlive. Death took place at 6 p.m. 

The only cause given tor the deed is a de- 
rangement of mind, brought on by the epilep- 
tic fits with which the deceased had been trou- 
b'ed since intanecy. His brother, W. Van- 
derbilt, and other members of the family 
called atthe hotel shortly after Cornelius had 
died, and viewed the remains. The tormer 
decided and announced that the funeral ser- 
vices shoujd be held at the Church of tne 
Strangers in Mercer street, at a quarter to nine 
o’ clock to-morrow morning. Kev. 
Dr. Deems has been requested to offi- 
ciate. The interment will také place at Hart- 
ford, Conn., where a special train will convey 
the remains immediatety after the funeral 
services. 

Cornelius J. Vanderbilt was the third son of 
Commodore Vanderbitt and was born in 
1830, He lived with his father until 
he was 18 years of age, but he never 
got along well, and he soon quit the house. 
His father made hima monthly allowance of 
$100 a month, Which was increased to $3.0 when 
he married. Atthe Commodore’s death Cor- 
nelius ana his sister, Mrs. Le Bau, joined in a 
suit to contest the will. Corvrelius bad been 
left only the interest on $200,000 in bonds. A 
compromise was effected, and the contestants 
received nearly a million dollars each. 

At the time of his death he was in good cir- 
cumstances financially. >

ANDRE’S MONUMENT. 


Demolition of Cyrus W. Field’s Trib- 
ute to a British Spy. 
From the New York Sun, April Ist. 

An attempt was made on Thursday night 
to blow to pieces the monument erectea by 
Cyrus W. Field to Andre,the spy, at Tappan, 
near the Hudson. Apparently only three of 
the people of the village were awake just be- 
fore the explosion. These were G. F. Gifford, 
a young farmer, whose dwelling is at the foot 
of Traitor’s Hill, on which Mr. Field’s monu- 
ment stands, and Ryer Ryerson and Patrick 
Mahar, voung men on their way from a ball 
in Norwood. The bill towers above and be- 
hind the town, and all three saw a light upon 
it. It was like the light of a smal! bonfire. 

‘All of a sudden,” said Mr. Gifford, ‘‘there 
was an explosion that shook the town like an 
earthquake, and the light had gone. My wife 
who was awakened, thought something had 
burst in the heavens. Ryerson and Mahar 
asked me to go up on the hill and see what it 
was, and we all went together. Of course, 
we suspected what had been done. Around 
the monument we were soon joined by Joha- 
ny McGovern and a man named Lawrence. 
We thought we sawaman crouching at the 
foet of the hill, but were afraid to shoot at 
him jest we might hit somebody on the road.” 

The first person on the ground yesterday 
morning was the youthful telegraph operator, 
who declined to say anything about what he 
saw, because it was against the rules of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. Later, 
Cyrus W. Field, the owner of the monument, 
telegraphed to him forfull particulars of the 
damage to it, and this he refused to speak 
about to any but the idlersin the village, from 
whom word of it was passed to the strangers. 
Others who were on the hill but a moment 
later saw that the monument had been wreck- 
ed. Itis a heavy stone, 6 feet high and 4 feet 
thick. resting on two slabs of granite, the big- 
gest 5 feet square and 12 inches thick, and the 
one on top of that ten inches thick and eight 
inches narrower. Both these blocks of gran- 
ite were broken into thousands of pieces and 
scattered over the field beyond theiron rail- 
ing enclosing the shaft. One corner of the 
shaft was broken off and the stone rested on 
the debris of its base with so little to hold it 
up that it looked as though a baby could push 
itover. The gates were locked, as they had 
been for weeks. It was evident that a large 
quantity of nitro-glycerine, presumably in the 
shape ef a cartridge, with a fuse reaching be- 

d the railing, had been laid on the upper- 


“Do you still love me, Aristides?” said } saat slab of the base on the east side of the 


shaft by some one who had scaled the fence, 
a ed the fuse, quitted the enclosure, 
ignited the fuse, and escaped. The corner of 
oue of the slabs—a 100- pound piece, flung far 
from its original position—had been atained 
by the liquid, and the polished face of 
the shaft was blackened by smoke and flame, 
the marks of which ran in diverging lines 
from a common center atthe bottom of the 
shaft to itstopmost edge. Beneath the shaft 
the slabs of the pedestal had been blown 
away on the eastern, northern and southern 
sides andthe ground in the enclosure was 
coated with their pieces, varying from the 
size of grains of flourto those that a strong 
man could hardly lift. Tothe north and east 
the stout railing was chipped, bent and cut 
as though a battery of guns had been turned 
on it and fired, and in one place a hundred- 
pound stone had broken through it. The 
western side was intact, except 
for the many indentations which 
were made upon it some weeks 
ago, when it was defaced. No writing was 
found near the monument. Itis the opinion 
ef the people of Tappan that a wholly new 
monument would cost but little more than 
the expense of repairing the old one. A new 
pedestal is needea, and the shaft must be cut 
down or mortised to where itis broken, be- 
sides being repolished and newly lettered. 

**T was at home all Thursday afternoon, and 
[ saw no one about here,’’ said Mr. Storms, 
who lives on Traitor’s Hill, and from whose 
windows the monument to the epy is plainly 
to be seen; “‘but 1 went to Sparkill in the 
evening, and passed the monument at a 
quarter past 10 o’clock, when that cartridge 
must have been lying there. If it had been 
an hour later 1 wouid have been blown to 
bits.’ 

‘There was no stranger in town that I 
heard of,” said the hotel-keeper, “‘except a 
man whom I understood to be a peddler of 
stationery.’’ 

“At baif-past 4 o’clock on Thursday after- 
noon,” said Mr. Gifford, the farmer, ‘“‘a man 
came along the road to the hill holding a 
package at arm’s length from his side. It was 
a foot and a haif iong, four-sided and narrow, 
and it was covered with oil-cloth or oil-skin, 
and tied with a thin rope. He was well built, 
about 35 years old, with red beard and no 
mustache, dressed in gray summer clothes, 
the coat of which was a short sack. He wore 
acap. He asked me the way to Mr. Storm’s, 
which is onthe same ground as the monu- 
ment. My wife saw him, and so did some of 
the neighbors. He seemed to be afraid to let 
his bundle teuch him as he walked. All re- 
membered him as soon as the shock of the 
explosion was over.”’ 


A colored man employed by a Mr. Herring 
in Tappan says that directly after the explo- 
sion a carriage was driven rapidly past the 
house. 

On the train of the Northern Railroad of 
New Jersey which left Jersey City at a quar- 
ter past 1 o’ciock yesterday afternoon there 
went to Tappan a big,good-looking Irishman, 
who had the appearance of a mechanic. He 
joined three reporters, and went with them to 
the hotel without speaking to any of them. 
He heard their questions, looked at the big 
piece of granite which the hotel-keeper had 
secured, and then waiked toward the hill. 
At every turn and crossing he hesitated, lin- 
gered, stood still, or turned and partly re- 
traced his steps. One of the reporters spoke 
to him, and he said he thought he too would 
go and see the monument. ‘He told the re- 
porters that dynamite could be exploded by a 
dozen different means. He seemed to know 
all about expiosives. 

“Where is the menument?’? a reporter 
stked of a man in a barnyard. 

‘‘Right up there where you see al] those 
men,” was the reply. 

The Irishman looked up, stood still, turned 
and walked toward the village agaig, and 
descenaing a knoll on the wav, lifted his 
heels and sped into the village. In the heart 
of the town he walked siowly, but once past 
the hotel, the people saw him running 
He boarded the first train for New York. 
Everybody in Tappan believes he was sent to 
see what damage had been done by the per- 
sons who wrecked the stone. 

, Several men, who claimed familiarity with 
explosives, amongthem a civil engineer on a 

undergoing construction there, said 
that the stone showed that nitro-alycerine 
had been employed, and all agreed that had it 


peen put on the top of the shaft instead of at 


the base there would have been naught but 
powder left of the monument. 

Tne people of Tappan are divided in 
opinion as to this second attempt to wreck 
this monument. Those who are opposed to 
the existence of the shaft rejoice alond, but 
there are quite as many who find no fault with 
Mr. Field for putting it up.

THE big Republicam-brewers and distillers 
of Cincinnati will testify their disapproba- 
tion of the Pond bill by voting against the 
Republicans in tae municipal election held 
to-day.

For many years 
past there has been a law forbidding the sale 
of liquor to be drunk on the premises, but 
this law became a dead letter almost as soon 
as it passed.

In Cincinnati the license is $300 and the bond
